Pstikkcb  Not  At. wat*  a  Virtue. 

The  worthy  young  men  of  the  Eucleiao. 

In  sympathy  with  the  anxiety  of  ourciti 
sens  generally  to  sec  the  long  expected  and 
long  promised  system  of  improvement* 
begun  in  Illoomlk-ld,  invited  their  fellow 
townsmen  to  m  -ct  in  the  Society’*  11*11  for 
conference  over  tlteto  important  matter* 
They  did  more.  They  g.neroualy  thought 
to  save  the  time  ot  the  meeting  and  give 
force  and  directneaa  to  it*  di»cuf*ioL  by  *p 
pointing  »omo  ot  their  own  ublc»t  mem 
ber*  to  collate  and  present  at  the  opening 
of  the  meeting  valuable  statistic*  to  show 
the  effect  of  improvements,  or  of  the 
neglect  of  their,  iu  other  place*.  Thi* 
was  wisely  planned  and  well  executed. 

Unfortunately  a  gentleman,  forgetful  af 
it*  uauroatiug  effect  upon  the  stomach  of 
Bloomfield  two  years  ago,  alluded  to  a 
cherished  idea  of  hU  to  get  all  our  im¬ 
provements  at  the  expense  of  Newark,  by 
annexing  that  rich  city  to  our  village.  The 
opportunity  was  embraced  by  several  gen¬ 
tlemen  to  make  remarks  upon  that  topic, 
all  on  one  aide,  and  the  tima  wa*  conaum- 
cd  without  any  discussion  of  the  main 
question  for  which  the  meeting  was  con¬ 
vened.  The  kmd  intentions  ot  the  Eu- 
e'einn  Society  were  tliu*  entirely  frustrated 
for  the  time.  Their  courtesy  wo*  even  *o 
lar  intruded  upon,  that  a  motion  mude  by 
one  of  the  inoluded  guests  was  carried  to 
adjourn  to  another  evening,  two  weeks 
later,  to  inquire  into  the  feasibility  of  tbU 
annexation  scheme.  Wo  need  not  point 
out  th*  manifest  impolicy  and  the  great 
disadvantage  to  us  of  incorporation  with 
Newark.  Any  one  with  thn  least  discern¬ 
ment  must  havo  observed  that  the  temper 
ol  Bloomfield  is  utterly  opposed  to  any 
such  connection.

To  return  to  the  thought  which  we  set 
oat  to  express. 

Thi  hope i  of  our  pcqplc  In  this  town  In 

the  matter  of  public  improvements,  have 
maintained  themsclve*  agaiuat  hope  so 
long  as  to  weary  the  patience  almost  of  the 
firmest.  The  accomplishment  of  the  Gas 
Iupkoycmest,  it  is  true,  gave  new  clastic! 
ty  to  the  desponding  spirit  of  enterprise 
Tho  enactment  of  the  8theet  Improve 
MKNr  law  for  Bloomfield,  nobly  sustained 
a*  it  was  by  a  town  meeting  vote  of 
910,000  the  first  year  and  93,000  Inst  year, 
waa  another  important  atep  forward  and 
atrfcpgthcncd  confidence  that  we  were  a1 
length  alive  to  out  true  interests  and  were 
on  tlio  right  track  of  real  progress.  But 
when,  at  tho  end  of  this  anxious  period, 
since  Ilia  inauguration  of  tlious  measure*, 
we  look  back  to  note  what  lias  been  done, 
what  do  we  find  as  tho  result  of  two  year* 
time  and  $15,000  road  appropriation  f 
Shall  ivc  tny  nothing?  Wc  do  know  that 
tho  former  Township  Committee,  acting 
under  tne  law,  contracted  and  paid  some 
9  J.'iOO  orthe  money  fur  a  new  map.  Who,  cr 
whether  any  bony  lias  seen  It  we  lisvc  never 
been  able  to  learn.  Of  what  use  tho  tntp 
has  been,  or  i*  likely  to  be,  is  not  c*«y  to 
determine.  And  wo  fear  the  rest  ol  the 
$10,000  has  little  more  to  show  lor  it.  The 
preent  township  committeo  may  be  able 
to  justify  their  inaction,  and  wo  aincerely 
hope  they  will,  but  we  cannot aee  on  what 
ground.  They  have  had  ample  authority 
ot  law  and  $.3,000  to  begin  with,  and  jet 
nothing  hat  been  accomplished. 

It  is  our  wish  and  purpose  to  uphold  the 
Town  Council  in  all  measures  consistent 
with  law  and  for  the  interest  of  the  town 
We  hare  been  patiently  waiting  for  devel¬ 
opments  from  tliu  Council  of  thuir  plans 
and  intention*.  But  as  far  as  wo  know, 
tlu-y  seem  to  have  no  plan,  and  if  they 
have  any  iatentiom  they  have  not  revealed 
thrill  to  the  public.  It  i*  impossible  to  ac 
count  for  their  Inaction  on  an  important  a 
matter  as  the  speedy  location  of  our  streets 
and  *  unn  other  questions  and  for  their 
ret  ecnce  in  regard  to  subjects  of  the 
greatest  interest  to  tho  town.  Perhaps  wc 
will  be  told  that  the  lime  of  reckoning  i* 
near  at  hand  ;  or  at  Icaat  tho  town  meet 
ing,  which  will  elect  the  Council  for  the 
coral"*  year.  B  it  are  wa  to  go  on  in  the 
suno  way  avery  year,  finding  out  near  the 
ouJof  the  year  that  gothing  ha*  been  ac

NAPLES. 

“Tbit  region,  surely,  is  not  of  the  earth. 
Was  it  not  dropt  from  heaven  ?  Not 
grove,  citron  or  pine  or  cedar,  not  a  grot 

vine,  sea  worn  and  mantled  with  the  gad 
ging  but  breathes  enchantment.” 

Naples  is  truly  charming;  you  may  try 

to  be  disgusted  with  the  filth  of  the  place 
you  may  deploru  its  immorality  ;  at  times 
you  will  be  heart  sick,  and  your  northern 
blood  will  boil,  almost  liejond  control,  as 
you  wiinesa  some  piece  of  cruelty.  Yet 
you  are  completely  fascinated,  and  linger 
from  day  to  day.  now  in  the  cold  damp 
vaults  of  Pompeii,  and  again  sipping  an 
ice  at  a  c/e  in  true  Metropolitan  fashion. 

It  seems  as  if  everything  “  breathed 
enchantment,”  and  enjoyment.  The  beg 
gir,  as  he  n-ks  for  charity,  cannot  help 
looking  happy,  and  whether  you  give  or 
uot  he  will  lurn  away  with  a  merry  laugh 
perhaps  favoring  yon  with  a  somerset 

I  he  poor  donkey,  with  his  hack  lacerated 
and  bleeding  from  the  effects  of  his  big

Ltpn:  In  compli -ncc  with 
my  promise  I  send  you  a  few  line*  Iroin 
Florida.  You  will  scarcely  cx(icct  me  to 
give  itiuy  decided  impressions  n*  lo  the 
place  ns  I  have  not  been  ,.crc  quite  two 
weeks  yet;  but  aciing  011  the  principle  that 
first  impressions  ate  mast  correct,  I  may 
venture  some.  I  presume  I  escaped  some 
^rntty  cold  weather  in  the  North.  A  little 
of  it,  however,  overtook  me  before  I  left 
Richmond,  but  making  a  direct  course 
Southward,  I  was  sootf  lwyond  its  severity. 

Traveling  ia  tht  Sou  h  is  11  t  altogether 
anamusiug,  (hough  it  is  very  tedious  nnd 
monotonous.  Nearly  all  of  the  way  Irom 
Richmond  to  Jacksonville  wc  have  nothing 
but  11  wild,  rness  of  pinewoud  through 
which  to  pass.  There  is  occasionally  a 
cleared  space  from  whirli  n  cotton  crop 
has  been  recently  taken,  and  at  various  dis¬ 
tance*  an  old  pine  building  or  lo?  hut 
called  a  depot  at  which  the  train  stop* 
while  Ihe  passengers  are  gazed  ut  by  a 
number  ol  |„zy  folk  -  who  have  come  11. -on 
their  mules  to  see  the  1  vert  of  the  day. 
Everything  ia  slow  in  the  Soul li.  In  tin- 
ears  one  must  cent,  ut  himself  with  wait¬ 
ing  long  at  very  unimportant  stations;  also 
at  piles  0/  wood.  At  one  place  we  stop¬ 
ped  some  lime  while  the  hands  upon  the 
train  went  ont  in  various  directions  nnd 
gdbcrrd  up  loose  and  c  ist  away  wood.  As 
the  nriide  in  that  regiou  is  so  plentiful,  I 
presrmo  they  did  not  consider  it  stealing. 

But  to  s  y  nothing  more  of  nnnoyanecs 
by  the  way,  we  arrived  at  Jacksonville  nil 
safe  oa  January  15th.  It  was  a  bright, 
clear  day,  the  first  due  I  was  told  in  about 
three  week*.  It  hud  bet  n  uniformly 
cloudy  and  somewhat  rainy  most  of  the 
time.  Wo  are  uot  free  from  some  such 
went  her  jet,  though  It  *  said  to  Ixt  very 
unusual  to  havu  so  much  wet  weather  in 
this  section.  But  uol withstanding  the 
cloud*  and  occasional  fogs  the  climate  is 
nevertheless  |>erUctlj  splendid,  and  the 
sunny  days  nro  like  tiny*  of  summer; 
while  tha  Binging  of  bi'ds,  the  blooming 
of  flower*,  nud  Ilia  (Range  groves  yhiding 
their  golden  fiuit  in  mid- Winter,  render 
the  land  R  paradise.  Almost  sny  day  the 
people  may  be  «t>*«rVrd  sitting  out  upon 
the  pinzts,  nr  rambling  through  the  grow* 
in  aearch  of  wild  flower*,  or  playing  cro¬ 
ud,  or  engaging  ia’kome  other  out-door 
uMincnt. 

Many  are  here  seeking  health,  and  unless 
they  havo  come  too  laid  (which  is  10  often 
thsraac,  especially  fa  pulmonary  diseases,) 
they  sre'quite  sure  to  derive  benefit. 

Many  in  pursuit  of  excitement  have 
brought  their  gust  and  dogs  or  Ashing 
tackle  with  ilium  and  are  intent  on  spon, 
for  wbieb  the  opportunities  are  fine 
whether  ia  reapect  lo  hunting  or  flailing. 
Jacksonville,  although  it  la  the  landing 
plate  and  a  sort  ol  headquarters  for  atrsn- 
pao*.  dost  not,  I  think,  afford  tha  beat  op. 
portunify  either  (or  health  or  pleaaara 
Tlie  St.  Julio's  River,  a  m .1  guide*  11 1  alter! 
of  wat  ur,  fram  three  to  Ora  miles  wide, 
flowing  directly  aortb.  afford*  navigation 
to  point*  mor*  than  two  hundred  mile* 
north  of  Jacksonville  ;  un  I  along  (his  river 
ar*  pl4r.es  mor*  fa. Arable,  both  for  health 
and  pleasure,  than  Jacksonville. 

I  bars  boon  onlf  scvrnty-flvo  miles  hp 
tho  river  a*  ysf,  as  Ur  as  Pahttka,  a  beau 
tiftit  nllagS,  filled  with  visitor*,  and  noted 
for  orange  grove*.  Having  remained  hut 
a  abort  time  at  Palatks,  I  cam*  dosro  th*
